To make this form of the verb, we take the masu 
stem of the verb and add mashita. This is true for all three types of verbs (class 1-3). See the following table:

Today's lesson also covered tokoro, which is used to mark the state or time an action is going to occur, is occurring, or just 
occurred when modifying a verb, adjective or noun. It can also be used to point out that an action or state almost occurred.
